telephone on the 15th. and said that Kr. Ralph J^erritt, of 
California, would call to see me about a matter which he was 
desirous of submitting for the Bureau's consideration* Mj^iferritt 
celled and stated that he was actively connected with the^Srope 
Growers association of California. He stated tiat the Farm Board 
had m?de extensive loans to this industry end that a Kr. Cann was 
the head of the industry, administering the funds advanced by the 
Farm Board, lie said that Kr. Ceon had been in receipt of several 
anonymous communications, 83 well as numerous 'phone calls* from 
alleged racketeer interests threatening his l^fe if he continued 
tc carry out his program. He stated that Kr.^rCann had been informed 
that he shculd not core to New York or Chicago and if he did so 
he Tculd he killed. Kr. Kerritt wanted to know whether there was 
some protection the Department of Justice could furnish Kr. Cans 
in view of his semi -of f icial status in administering the funds 
advanced as a lo&n by the Fait Board. I informed Kr* Kerritt that 
off-hand I did net kno* of any law warranting any action being taken 
but surre«*€ed that he suhsnit the entire matter to the representatives 
of the Em Loan Board and if they thought it was possible to do so 
they iisi£tt submit the matter to the Department of Justice, inquiring 
whether it was a matter falling wither tfce Jurisdiction of the 
Department and whether protection could be furnished Kr. Cann in 
the capacity he was serving.

ISr* Conn stated that they had endeavored to combat this practice which led to 
9 depression of the grape market and in his efforts t^^scertain exactly what 
going on, he placed e gangster by the nane of JoeTTerrera, one of the 
vjapone group, on his payroll and ascertained the facts with regard to this 
racket which is designed to penult the gangsters to buy in the grap&s arriv- 
ing at Chicego at practically their own price because of the fact that they 
aesxroy tu? uhit&g 1 c ± grape o . n- o u ^ ^au uj&w «u« w^^^ -^r ^ « w*-^.^ >* 

thsolutely under the domination of the gangs; that during the grape shipping 
season while the carloads of grapes were on the tracks at Chicago, the police 
invariably conducted numerous raid3 particularly in the foreign section of 
Jhicago seizing anc destroying smell lots of home made wine and intimidating 
the foreign populace so th-t they would not go to the freight yards to purchase 
Crepes end nanufecture wine for their own consumption* He stated further that 
the gangsters employed several men to warn tiie foreign element at the freight 
yards to be carefal e.s the police and Prohibition Departrnent werj active in 
searching out those who purchased grapes to manufacture wine. He stated 
further that Ferrera had given him the information relative to the persons 
behind this racket. Ferrera's employment with Conn, of course, wt.s supposed 
to be unknown to Capone but appar^tly they learned something of his double 
^ccn-iT^ ^A^i^qfi n -foTT rnnnths titto-tr VftrrAra &nd his cctnnanion were shot and 
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killed *t C.;ic.ipc t an: since that tims Conn himself has received several 
communications warning nim to discontinue his activities for the^grape 
growers. On one occasion E gangsters made a personal cell on hin in his 
hotel room et Chicago and again warned him not to return to Chicago, Mr* 
Conn stated that there is no doubt hut what the Canone crowd know of his 
connection with Ferrera and therefore are out to *get n bim. 

•Vhen Kr. Do ids observed that I!r* Ix/gang had called on him the 
day before, Kr. Conn immediately stated thatr Irrgang was tied up hand end 
fist with the Aireilo-Lto/Gn gang and that Irrgang has not only been fully 
inferred of all^me circumstances \ i tia regard to this racket but has him- 
self been a party to it> that now apparently the only reason he is complain- 
ing is because in addition to the $£0 assessment against each car, which 
Irrgang himself has participated in, the Lforan gpng is adding a $20 aftsese- 
■ent, making |50 in all and, cf course , Irrgang is now squealing because 
the shoe is on the other foot. He stated that Messrs. Kills and God^Jtog, 
who accomp-nied ilr» Irrgang to the office of Kx» Dodds, the day berere, and 
bed previously been in conference with Kr. Teague of the Farm Board, were 
henchmen of Irrgang, fully acquainted with ell of the fucts and parties to 
them. Mr* Conn di£ f however, s -ate that Irrgang 1 s facts were correct and 
that the jepartrent might look rith profit to Irrgang for his side of the 
story, i^r. Con . war particularly precious to h £ -ve the Deoertsent and Bureau 
place Agents in the freight yards at Chicago for the purpose of observing 
the e-'tual tyrant of the 5? lu^ r.rsessment on all person? buying grapes. 
There is no doubt in my mind but ^hit his real purpose was, end in fact he 
emitted the same, to make a dirplay of force on the part of the Federal 
Government in order to enhance the price cf his grapes and obtain a better 
net therefor In fact, h3 stated, that on the thousandt Of carloads of grepes 
rnich hed re'jent^y teen shipped tc the Last from California, no ship_>er had 
yet made any proiit in itci practically e*l cf them had lost money cn gr^p^s 
shipped to the -Ja-tj and thrt they would continue to lose money unless sou- 
thing were done to br^ak up the activities of the gangsters particularly in 
Chi capo, Ltr* lierritt endeavored to argue th*t the Department had a rir*t 
under the law to assign a nan or mn to the i'arm Board for any use th£t they 
might desine to ma^e of them, Ur. Dodds , ICr. Oseas and the writer combatted 
that contention and it wus therefore dismissed. ?.<r. Merritt, however, argued 
thet the r overn.7ient pnd particularly the Farm Board had a property interest 
in the life and person of :£r. Conn inasmuch as he, Mr. Conn, hsd been desi£- 
nat^d ufter careful selection to disburse a million dollars for the Farm -oerd 
in alleviating the conditions in the Er^pe industry. He related the ftct that 
although the 7am Board had »*en fit to take over four hundred thousand 

tons of grepes out of the market in order to take up the surplus by diverting 
there grapes to the making of medicinal wine for which IT* Doran of the 
Treasury Deptirtioont had issued a special psmit, nevertheless, the retail 
pri^o of '.'rsoer in the -ast this year is lo^er thtn ever before, end the F^m 
Be rd's pl^n, course, will prove *n absolute failure unless drastic action 
is t&^tn. 
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Mr. DOdds asked Mr. Conn for names of persona who would be In 
a position to supply the Bureau and Department with facta relative to the 
assessment against the carloads of grapes and also relative to the tribute emacted 
against each lug at the freight yards. Mr* Conn stated that he would be glad to 
place the Agents of the Bureau In touch with a Mr. Hark Adams on, one of the 
receivers of carload lots of grapes at Chicago, In open competition with 
Charles I it gang, the can lalnant^ who had been to the Department the day before. 
Ut*, Genu etctsd, however t that he was satisfied that Mr- Adamson would not 
give the Bureau Agents any information in the absence of his, Hr. Conn's, help 
and insistence and he suggested that if the Agents might meet him at Chicago on 
Thursday morning of this week, he would put them in touch with Mr* Adamson and 
would urge Mr. Adamson to disclose such facts as were In his possession. Mr. 
Dodds ana Mr. Oseas agreed ttrt this action at least might be taken and Con- 
sequently it was arranged that Ifr. Conn would advise Itr. Dodds on the writer 
on Wednesday morning, the 24th instant, of his reservation to Chicago, he ex- 
pecting to arrive in that city on Thursday morning, the 25th instant* It was 
f arther agreed that the Bureau would arrange to assign £ Agents to meet Mr. 
Conn on the train a short distance out of Chicago and proceed with him to a 
point where they might interview Mr. Ad em a on. Mr* Conn is to be in Chicago 
between trains only labours, consequently, It will be only possible for him 
to see Adams on for a short time , Introduce the Agents to Adamson and do what 
he can to urge Adamson to disclose the facts* 

It was also agreed that the Chicago office of the Bureau would 
immediately assign Agents to interview Mr. Charles 7T. Irrgang who had pre- 
viously called at the Department .for the purpose of obtaining a ocmplete state- 
ment tram him and also Interview Ur, Godding and Mr. Mills who accompanied 
Mr* Irrgang to the Department* The Chicago office was advised by telephone 
to have Irrgang interviewed on Monday morning and was also advised generally 
cf the desire of the Bureau to hi ve £ Agents meet Mr. Conn on Hiursday morning* 
Further telephonic instructions will be Issued to the Chicago office when Mr* 
Conn had advised of his train reservation* 

/ With regard to the situation at New York, it appears that the price 
on gropes is more or less controlled by an alleged conspiracy on the part of 
the Jjfuckere Union, it appearing that the Union has increased its price fcr 
trucking yapes from Z$ to lOjf per lug during the past year* The 10£ lug charge 
is a prohibitive charge , apparently out of all reason, and is really an assess- 
ment in another form* It was agreed that the New Tork situation might wait 
until we ascertain just what the facts are at Chicago. It was pointed out by 
Mr* Conn an ; Mr. Merrltt that there are only three big markets for grapes in 
the East, the same being Chicago, New Tork and Pittsburgh, and that practically 
90£ of ell grapes shipped from California went into these markets and by far 
the larger percentage to Chicago* The Question of Jursidlctlon of the Depart- 
ment in entering Into the investigation at all was discussed at some length 
between Mr* Do ds and Hr* Oseas and Mr* Oseas was of the opinion that the Juris- 
diction even at best is doubtful, however, he agreed that a preliminary inves- 
tigation should be made In an effort to determine the Jurisdiction. The writer 
vigorously objected to any plan which might place Agents of the Bureau as ob- 
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servers in the freight yard* at Chicago and stated that tha Butmu waa not 
accustomed to assigning ita Agents to poliee work of this type. ltr. Oaaaa 
and Mr. Dodda supported tha writer 1a that a on taction and it waa agreed that 
that plan would not be adopted* Mr, Conn promised to obtain a list of the 
buyers of carload lots of grapes in order that the Bureau may interview said 
buyers for the purpose of ascertaining the facta with regard to the payment 
of a levy on one occasion of #20 and on another occasion of #30*

Illincic t rt-t?d that In 19eSK Joe&errera, a notorious gangster of Chicago, f a) 
Illinois, representing th actual lo-4Ioran Ceng, conducted a "racket* 1 In whiciy 
tribute was collected on all Juice grapes sold on the Chicago and Northwestern^ 
•juice grape track" at Clinton Street, Chicago, Illinois, The tribute varied a' 
and was paid by the buyara to the racketeers'* The first week of October 1929, V 
Joe Ferrers stopped the aucti cuing of cars at the Chicago and Northwestern \ ^ 
Railroad track and insisted tlat all juice grapes auctioned be sold at the 
Chicago Produce Terminal track, 27 Hi jc Ashland Avenue, Chicago, Illinois* I 
The United States Fruit Auottc* Canpmy a^eed with Ferrera to pay $20*00 a 
oar frcm the auctlon f s funds on all cars auctioned at the Chios get and North- 
western * Juice grape track" and "the racketeers agreed not to interfere with- 
the auctioning of juice grapes at the other three distributing points in 
Chicago, Illinois, where grspes are unloaded on the railroads* The United do 
States Fruit Auction Company paid $1300 to Joe Ferrera by check at the end ^ 
of the season of 1929 for the cars of juice grapes auctioned at the Chicago * 
and Northwestern track at $20 a oar* j, 

On the other one thousand cars sold at the Chicago and north- 
western track at Clinton Street, Chicago Illinois, Ferrera obtained from 
5£ to 30f a lug as tribute froa the buyers Before he allowed the cars to 
be opened. Kost of the juice grape buyers in Chicago are composed of ^ — 
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barbers, boot-blacks and peddlers, who purchase a oar of juloe grapes and 
resell It in small lots* Tony^iFutch was bodyguard of Joe Ferracra In 1029 
and both of these men were shot In the Spring of 1950, Ferrers being killed 
and Butch seriously wounded* Butch subse^untly fled to l£ilwaukee, Wisconsin, 
where he has been in hiding up until a short tin* ago whan he returned to 
Chicago, Illinois. 

/l£r. Irrgang stated that the llra-uV^or 1930 of the racketeers for 
the salsr of juice grapes at the Chicago a»S^rorthv*e stern track is In charge 
of TecP&ewberry who is aliped with the Al*capone gang and furnishes tha money 
to buy the grapes. Ka my schrieber, of the Fruit and Produce Company, 
Chicago, Illinois, has been put in charge of this *racket t w and Tony Butch 
has been brought fran Milwaukee, Wisconsin, to work with Schrieber. 
Schrieber v s "musole man" is Tony^Roma&o, a racketeer who represents Newberry 
and Schrieber in the intimidation of Jul as gripe buyers and has charge of 
the gun man. 

On Scjjttu^r 12, 1930, three gun men In a Buick Sedan risited tke 
Produce Terminal track at 27th & Ashland Avenue, ChicagD, Illinois, for Ule 
purpose of intimidating the buyers, and on Septenber 16, 1930, tio other gun 
men cane to this track in a Lincoln Sedan,showlng their guns, and told Sam 
Grey and his partnv Dave (last name unknovi) that the gun men represented 
Manny Schrieber aid that these buyers would bear more about this matter later* 
On September 19, 1930, Mr* Irrgang returned from the auction, at 2 7th & 
Ashland Avenue, Chicago, with LLamy Schrieber and Tony Romano, and en this 
trip Schrieber told Irrgang that Schrieber had taken Ferrera's place in the 
juice grape racket and that Schrieber would later see Irrgang to make a deal 
on the cars of Juice grapes auctioned at the railroad tracks In Chicago, 
Illinois, / 

On Sep tenter 21, 1930, Mark T.*Adameon, a Chicago fruit broker, 
who handled the Ferrera juice grape purchases: In 192 9 on a joint account 
of Ada;naon and Ferrera, and Manny Schrieber talked to Perry Stern, assistant 
to Irrgang and an auctioneer in the United States Fruit Auction Company 
at the Ate be son t Topekn end Santa Fe track on 21st and Archer Streets, Chicago, 
Illinois. Vs. 'Schrieber stated to Mr. Stem that the re pre sen ta tires of 
the juloe grape growers froiu Calif omis were caning into Chicago and selling 
juice grapes at lower prices than the market price and that these representa- 
tives ittuld be prevented fr<m doing this after Schrii)er had organized the 
juice grape market. On the same afternoon at the Chicago and Northwestern 
Juice grape track, Tony Romano told Perry Stein substantially the statement 
as eiven by Schrieber to perry Stem.

When the reservation was checked with the railroad, It was found 
that both the car number and time of departure were wrong, consequently s 
Mr. Conn was again called at the Carlton Hotel and his secretary when advised 
of the erroneous information, corrected the same and stated that Mr* Conn 
was leaving Washington yesterday at 3:25 on Train #59, Pennsylvania Railroad, 
known^as the Liberty Limited, occupying drawing roan »A n In Car #16.
